WHEREAS, Curtis Stokes Jr. loved his home, which served as
a gathering place on any given day and was referred to as "The
Little House on the Prairie"; he enjoying exploring the
culinary arts, taking his family on vacations, fishing for his
annual October Fish Fry, reading, and spending dquality time

WHEREAS, Curtis Stokes Jr. was preceded in death by his

parents and his brother, Willie Morris; and

WHEREAS, Curtis Stokes Jr. is survived by his loving wife,
Brenda; his endearing sons, Durante (Debra) and Derrick
